By DAVE McINTOSH 
OTTAWA (CP)-Vice-Ad¬ 
miral H. S. Rayner, retiring 
chief of naval staff, said Thurs¬ 
day the problem of hunting and 
killing the conventional subma¬ 
rine has been solved.

In asking the Chamber* of Commerce of Van¬ 
couver Island to join him in protesting against the 
current state of affairs, Mr. Campbell points to a dis¬ 
parity of treatment between eastern Canadian services 
and the ferries equally needed on the West Coast, with 
this province getting the poorer deal. 

At a time when the demand for sen links between 
B.C. coastal communities is ‘‘going through the roof," 
the minister says, the federal government has abdi¬ 
cated ita responsibilities here and is showing favor to 
the East—a not unfamiliar picture. 

To agree with Mr. Campbell that Ottawa ought 
to do more on the Pacific Coi.st in this respect is not 
to suggest that the B.C. government is or should be 
without onus. 

But British Columbia can hardly be accused of 
shirking its proper part in paving the marine way for 
new development and expansion: its own ferry system 
alone, as a part of the Trans-Canada Highway system 
with tributaries, is an outstanding example of provin¬ 
cial initiative without due federal participation. And 
if the provincial economy stands to prosper through 
facilitated growth in regions now suffering from a 
lack of adequate transportation, so does that of the 
nation. 

In this circumstance, it is hard to see the federal 
logic—except political—of giving the West Coast the 
Short end of the stick.

Carnations by Layers 


By M. V. CHESMJT. FRHH 

lr you intend to increase your 
stock or outdoor carnations this year, 
the sooner you get cracking at the 
job the better. You could take cut¬ 
tings, or course, and this is the 
method used by nearly ail commer¬ 
cial growers, but for the ordinary 
backyard gardener, without a green¬ 
house or even a -coldframe, layers 
are a better proposition. 

As soon as the side shoots found 
near the base of the central flowering 
growth are long enough to manipu¬ 
late, remove the centre shoot which 
would otherwise bloom this year, and 
layer the side shoots directly Into the 
ground. 


For pegs I use 
bits of old wire bent Into hairpin 
shape. 


that the germinating wheat pro¬ 
duces some sott..of chemical or hor¬ 
mone that stlffrtfiates root formation. 
I would think that dusting the wound 
with Rootone or Seradlx rooting pow¬ 
der would serve the same purpose. 

Keeping the layers watered can 
be a time-eonsumlng chore, but one 
which mustn’t bp neglected, for if 
the soil is allowed to dry out around 
the silt, the whole propagating pro¬ 
gram goes phutt. 


The portion of the shoot below the 
slit should be almost horizontal or 
bending slightly downward into the 
soil, while the top portion of the 
layered shoot should stand vertically 
out of the soil—this bent position 
will hold the "tongue'* of the slit 
open. Finally, make the soil firm and 
keep well watered. 

In- Scotland, where old-time gar¬ 
deners grow such wonderful carna¬ 
tions, it is common practice to slip 
a grain of wheat Into the slit in the 
carnation stem when layering. The 
Scottish gardener's explanation is 
that life begets life; that as the grain 
of wheat germinates, It encourages 
the wounded portion of the carna¬ 
tion stem to produce roots.

One labor-saving device I have 
used is to place a hefty rock or an 
old brick on top of each layer. As 
you may have noticed, the underside 
of a stone seems to stay cool and 
moist even in the hottest, driest 
weather. 

Your layers should be- nicely 
rooted in from four to six weeks, 
and should be severed from the par¬ 
ent plant as soon as new growth can 
be observed at the tip. Don’t dig up 
the new plant Immediately, but leave 
it for a week or two to become ac¬ 
customed to Independent existence. 
Then lift it carefully with a hand 
trowel, taking a good ball of soil 
around the roots, and transplant 
either to its permanent flowering po¬ 
sition. or to a nursery bod where It 
can stay until next spring. 


First, remove the leaves from the 
lower part of the side shoot to be 
layered. Next, take your pocket 
knife and make an upward slanting 
cut through a leaf joint—not all the 
way through, but starting about half 
an Inch below a leaf joint and pass¬ 
ing upward through the centre of 
the stern to a point half an inch 
above the leaf joint. 

Peg this half-cut shoot down into 
the soil, to which a little peat moss 
and coarse sand has been added to 
encourage rooting from the wounded

The three outdoors clubs 
that use Vancouver Island's 
Strathcona Park most have 
called for drastic revamping 
of the park boundaries to in¬ 
clude hundreds of new acres 
of recreation land. 

They volunteer to help, the 
provincial parks branch build 
a 130-mile mountain trail ex¬ 
tending from the Forbidden 
Plateau via Comox Glacier and 
the high ridge at the south of 
Strathcona Park past Flower 
Ridge, Della Falls, Mt. Tom 
Taylor and north on the west 
side of Buttle Lake to the 
Golden Hinde and Elk River. 

In two joint briefs presented 
to Recreation Minister Kier- 
nan the Victoria Outdoor Club, 
Island Mountain Ramblers and 
the Comox District Mountain¬ 
eering Club have asked that 
the heartlands of Strathcona 
park . . . very finest areas . . . 
be classified as Class A park- 
Jatuls and preserved as wilder¬ 
ness areas. 

OPPOSE MINING 

They also voice opposition 
to any mining or logging in 
the park and ask that "further 
prospecting in the park be 
stopped at once.” 

The briefs suggest that to 
get mining and logging out of 
parks existing agreement* re¬ 
garding minerals and timber 
in Class A parks should be ex¬ 
changed for those of equal 
value elsewhere. 

RECLASSIFICATION 

A re-survey of 825-square- 
mile Strathcona Park, 
presently classified as a class 
B park, to fully assess its 
recreational value is proposed 
in the briefs. 

The clubs suggest extensive 
revamping of park boundaries 
to include the recreation-rich 
Forbidden Plateau and the 
Strathcona Park game reserve 
within which It is contained, 
extending south to Eric Creek 
and the Carey Lakes, not too 
far from Comox Lake. 

FABULOUS LAKES 

This would bring a score of 
fabulous summer fishing 
mountain lakes, skiing area, 
end the start of the mountain 
ridge hiking trail, within the 
boundaries of Strathcona Park. 

Other boundary proposals 
would bring Into the park the 
rest of Buttle Lake on the east, 
all but the northwest comer of 
Upper Campbell lake, and the 
part of the Elk River Valley at 
the mouth of the river, which 
la really the west arm of Upper 
Campbell Lake. 

BID FOB ROAD 

The clubs bid for a public 
access road to Della Falls and 
the start of another Strathcona 
Park mountain ridge trail by 
suggesting that further log¬ 
ging of the Ash River basin 
be conditional on the opening 
first of a public access road to 
Margaret Lake and Della Falls. 

They suggest companies log¬ 
ging in that area of the park 
should build the road. 

They proposed that the al¬ 
ready partly-logged areas of 
the park in the Salmon River, 
Ronald Creek watersheds and 
the portion of Burman, Bed- 
well and Ash River watersheds 
lying below 2,000 feet levels be 
classified as B areas. 

CLASS B AREAS 

The clubs particularly ask 
that the Moyeha, Phillips and 
Wolf River watersheds already 
in the park, be retained as 
class A areas and “positively 
no logging or mining be per¬ 
mitted.” 

The Moyeha River area is 
one area Recreation Minister 
Kiernan has suggested might 
be forfeited to industry. 

NEW PARKS ACT 

The clubs call for a provin¬ 
cial parks act with the firm 
understanding that park areas 
could only be abolished by an 
Act of the provincial legisla¬ 
ture. 

They call for protection 
against adverse use of parks 
including exploitation for com¬ 
mercial and public purposes; 
Inappropriate or harmful rec 
reation use; and problems 
associated-witt* Impairment of 
parks by increased visitation of 
people. 

ALPINE AREA 

The clubs claim Strathcona 
Park, with the proposed addi¬ 
tions, would be one of the 
finest alpine areas in Canada, 
lending itself to the very finest 
high open mountain travel. 

Club members offer to assist 
the provincial parks branch iri 
mountain trail budding and 
suggest an order of priority for 
trail building.

Japan to be "almost part of 
the western world.”

OTTAWA (CP) - Vice-Ad¬ 
miral H. S. Rayner, retiring 
chief of naval staff, said Thurs¬ 
day the problem ot hunting and 
killing the conventional subma¬ 
rine has been solved. 

But this was far from the 
case with the nuclear subma¬ 
rine, he said in an interview. 

★ * * 

Tremendous advances in anti¬ 
submarine warfare since he was 


a Second World War destroyer 
commander had given the indi¬ 
vidual hunter the advantage 
over the individual conventional 
sub, but these had been offset 
to a great extent by the large 
number of potential enemy 
subs. 

This pointed to the need for 
large numbers of inexpensive 
anti-submarine craft. 

(NATO estimates place the 
number of Soviet conventional 


submarines at between 400 and 
500 and of Soviet nuclear subs 
at about 25). 

★ Jr it 

Admiral Rayner said the nu¬ 
clear boat is faster than most 
types ot surface ships and is 
much harder to find and hit than 
the conventional sub. 

However, he added, there are 
promising new developments .in 
anti-submarine weapons such as 
longfcr-range, faster and deeper- 


running torpedoes, detection 
gear and fast hydrofoil boats. 

♦ * * 

The Canadian hydrofoil devel¬ 
opment was on schedule and 
everything pointed to success of 
this 180-ton wave-skimmer as an 
anti - submarine weapon. The 
$10,000,000 prototype boat is ex¬ 
pected to be ready for sea trials 
in 1966. 

Admiral Rayner said that 
even if the hydrofoil is success¬ 


ful, the navy will still need big¬ 
ger ships for control, communi¬ 
cations and surface operations-- 
but probably fewer than would 
otherwise be the case. 

* * * 

The navy would also need two 
transport ships to carry Cana¬ 
dian army equipment and pos¬ 
sibly troops, in cases where 
they couldn't be flown, for
